Each Twin-Guard Guide has 
two eyelets to accommodate 
the two rods in the Twin- 
Guard File 


The five drawer file contains five drawers each measuring 2634 inches deep 
and the file itself complete is 5744 inches high, only four or five inches more 
than the ordinary four drawer file. 

To economize in height, we eliminate the rod at the bottom of the file which 
is used to hold the guides and in its stead we employ the twin guard principle. 

This five drawer file has two guide rods upon which the guides ride one above 
each drawer side, instead of a single rod at the bottom of the drawer.
